“inh detachment (sic), cowlanded by Chu Yan Tans, were transferred from 
aininhi-:, in Intersector I, to the Kvangtung frontier. These troops, 
numbering 1,300, are currently stationed near the lower part of the Polun 
liver (107-- , 21l- ), near the villages of Lu Lins, Lo Mu, and Song 
Pass, am artillery unit, attached to these forces, is in the vicinity of 
Pa Lires:, Wa Sask, and Tan Sangics. 


Ou 4 October 1950, Chu Van Tan, accompanied by three imoortant Viet “inh 
meribers, -guyen ‘an long, be Van CUONE » and Phan Jgoc, went to Tunghsing 
(107-53, 21-33) to confer with 2'UZN Hong Chou, WANG Chih Ising, SJ Pao 
ane GUIN Yao Lieh. at this meoting, it was azreed that the Viet iiinh 

would concentrate its forces at Tunghsing and Chu Shanvs, to be incorporated 
with the troops of CUT:] Yao Lieh in the frontier zone. 


Taree camps, one to three miles from the center of Tunghsing, are to be 
used to house Viet inh troops. These are the former normal school of 
Tsong Puss; the advanced school of Na Chaowx; and the ort ice o2 the chief 


of the village of Chu shan.
